REMARKABLE SPRINTING. 


The 100 and 800 Yard Records Low- 
ered by Wefers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 7.—A red let- 
ter chapter in the history of amateur ath- 
letics was written on a track at Georgetown 
to-day by Bernard J. Wefers, who beat two 
world’s records, for a hundred yards and 
for three hundred. The first was made in 
the remarkable time of 9 3-5 seconds and 
the second in 0 2-5 seconds. 

It was Wefer’s last appearance of the 
year after a most remarkable campaign. 
The hundred-yard race was a special event 
and was done on the spur of the moment. It 
was at the close of the hundred-yard event 
as announced on the programme, in which 
one of the racers stole a march on the sig- 
nal shot and so secured a lead. Wefers, 
however, won easily. The fact that his com- 
petitor broke from the scratch ahead of 
Wefers seemed to put him on his mettie, | 
and on the impulse of the moment he re- 
solved to go over the track again with a 
view of establishing @ new record if pos-

WITH THE TARIFE 


M’KINLEY WILL CALL A SPECIAL 
SESSION OF CONGRESS. 


WILL REVIVE DINGLEY’S BILL. 


If It Cannot Be Passed Another High 
Tariff Law Will Be Rushed 
Through. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The following is 
from the World’s special staff correspondent 
at Washington: 

The programme of the McKinley admin- 
istration is already well formulated in the 
minds of the leaders. Those who have been 
on the inside of the big fight which has been 
made from the New York and Chicago head- 
quarters and have had the confidence of Mr. 
Hanna, do not hesitate to speak with some 
freedom of the policy which the victors will 
now pursue. 

President McKinley, Mr. Hanna, the other 
Ohio leaders and prominent Republicans 
from New England and New York had sev- 
eral talks just before the election, when 
they believed victory was assured, and the 
result of those conferences has become 
known to the World correspondent. Their 
programme is, in brief, the calling of an 
extra session of Congress within a few 
weeks after the inauguration of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley, the framing of a tariff bill during 
the coming short session of the present Con- 
gress, which will be ready for consideration 
at the special session, and the restoration 
of strong protective duties upon wool an 
woolens and other manufactured articles. 

The suggestion has come from conserva- 
tive Democrats that the business — 
of the country would be benefited by aba * 
doning the extra session and leaving busi- 
ness free to revive under natu bebe 
without the danger of threatening t — 
changes.

The House is likely to pass a tariff 
bill by the middle of May. It will then rest 
with the Senate to determine how much 
more delay there shall be before the bill 
2 the signature of President McKin- 
ey.

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There appears to be little doubt that the 
Republicans will have a safe tariff ma- 
jorizy in the Senate. They may not have 
upon che face of the returns a majomty of 
Senators who are both for a new :tariff 
and the maintenance of the gold standard, 
but they can rely upon the support of two 
or three moderate silver Republicans to 
constitute a tariff majority. It is not be- 
lieved the silver minority will filibuster 
aganst a new tariff bill, with the prospect 
of two years of-the new Co ss before 
them, but the usual deliberation of the Sen- 
ate may pospone the passage of the bill 
until late in the summer. The Republicans 
feel that in any case they will have a law 
upon the statute books more than a year 
before the next Congressional elections, 
instead of less than thirty days, as in she 
case of the McKinley law. 


The new tariff bill will raise rates all 
along the line in accordance with the declar- 
ed policies of the Republcan party. The 
promise of a new schedule-of duties, to go 
into effect next August, simply means that 
the warehouses will be choked to suffoca- 
tion with imported wool and woolens during 
the time which passes before the new law 
takes effect. 

The only alternative is the passage of the 
Dingley bill of the last Congress within 
the four months, before wool and woolen 
goods can be largely imported. The wool 
growers are not willing to accept this pro- 
gramme, even if it could be carried out, 
because they are not satisfied with the 
duties on wool in the Dingley bill, and they 
fear that if they submit to those, it will 
be very difficult to obtain better terms 
jater. Open war is likely to break out over 
this matter between the wool growers and 
the manufacturers. 

The Republicans do not propose to potter 
with any suggestions from sound money 
Democrats that the tariff should be let 
alone because of the combination of infiu- 
ences which elected McKinley. They de- 
clare that the demand for higher protection 
contributed to the sweep of the Republican 
victory in West Virginia, Maryland, Mich- 
igan, Minnesota and Iowa, and to the in- 
crease of the Republican vote in nessee 
and Kentucky. 

The increase in duty on agricultural prod- 
ucts will be especially intended as a recog- 
nition of the loyalty of the Republican 
farmers of Northern New York, Michigan 
and Minnesota, whose products come direct-

HE SLEW JERRY CAPPLES. 


Gives a Graphic Account of How He 
Murdered a Drunken and 
Helpless Man. 


Willie Gaegel, the murderer of Jerry Cap- 
ples, arrived in the city last night in the 
custody of Detective Jim Smith. After an 
interview in the office of Chief.of Detectives 
Desmond, he was locked in a cell in the Cen. 
tral Police Station. Gaegel is apparently 22 
years old, though he says he is but 18. 

When the Chicago & Alton train arrived 
at Union Station at 7 p. m. Detective Smith 
and his prisoner alighted. A patrol wagon 
was in waiting and they were taken to the 
Four Courts. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter met Gaegel In 
the vestibule to Chief Desmond’s office and 
asked him if he was guilty of the crime 
charged. At first he denied his guilt. He 
said that although he was in Snake“ Kin- 
ney’s saloon at Second and Carr streets the 
morning of last Thanksgiving day and was 
a witness to the murder of Jerry Capples, 
he was not the one who fired the fatal shot. 

After considerable questioning and cross- 
examination he admitted that at 3 a. m. he 
was with the crowd of revelers who occu- 
pied the kitchen in the rear of Kenney’s 
saloon that night. 

Then he admitted that he and Jerry Cap- 
ples had a quarrel as to who purchased the 
most drinks.

Ladies 
dressed in the finest silks and blazing with 
diamonds worth princely fortunes flitted 
through the spacious and luxuriously ap- 
pointed apartments, The returns indicating 
the election of McKinley were received with 
the greatest enthusiasm by these patriots.

The case of course awakens renewed in- 
terest in the question of the alleged dis- 
ease of kleptomania. A certain British 
Earl prominent in the House of Lords used 
to have a habit of stealing all the towels, 
soap, and pillow slips in his room at any 
notel he patronized. The noble Earl had 
towels, soap, and pillow slips to throw 
at the birds at his ancestral home, and 
he had no earthly use for the articles he 
stole. His valet always returned the stolen 
property or paid for them out of his lord- 
ship’s purse, The Earl knew of his weakness 
and the valet acted under his instructions. 
This case is recorded in the books as one 
of the few instances of well defined klepto- 
mania. The true kleptomaniac steals what 
he has no use for with equal zeal as arti- 
cles he covets. Not so Mrs. Castle. Ignor- 
ing cheap goods she appropriated only the 
expensive furs which a connoisseur would 
select for her personal adornment. The 
argument of the defense was that having 
plenty of money there was no temp on 
for her to steal. The soundness of this will 
be disputed. People with plenty of money 
are not always willing to part with it to 
obtain what can be had without money. 
The whole tendency of wealth is to in- 
crease its store, not always by petty thiev- 
ery, but by means equally reprehensible. 
Whether Mrs. Castle is a real kleptomaniac 
or not will remain an open question. Many 
contend that all thieves and other con- 
firmed criminals are degenerates and irre- 
sponsible, But heretofore kleptomania 
has been a disease confined exclusively to 
the rich degenerate. It has never been suc- 
cessfully pleaded by the poor shoplifter. In 
this regard alone the Castle case is entitled 
to rank as a cause celebre, in that it has 
established a precedent. 


A few mornings ago the delectable Globe 
Theater in Tamale Town was burned down. 
Fannie Hopper, an alleged actress, was 
arrested on suspicion of arson. She had 
had trouble with the management and her 
husband had made threats it was said, 
She was released for lack of evidence, but 
behind this charge of arson lay a far graver 
one in the eyes of variety managers. The 
night before a man who was buying wine 
had pulled the lady’s nose. She resented it 
and incontinently fired the insulter out. 
Such an act threatens the whole fabric of 
varietydom. If the gentleman had gone 
broke buying doctored cider under the 
guise of champagne at from $3 to $ a bot- 
tle, to fire him out would have been the 
proper caper. But the idea of firing a 
man who had still a large wad left! The 
offense was rank. So long as a gent“ has 
the wherewithal to buy wine it is his priy- 
flege to pull actresses’ noses, or indulge in 
any other little eccentricity of the kind.

No wonder the manager 
of the Thespian temple waxed wroth and 
fined the fin de siecle actress a sum not at 
all commensurate with his probable losses 
by the sudden and enforced departure of 
his wine-buying angel.

BERLIN, Nov. 7.— For many years past 
no American electiok has excited such un- 
versal attention as the one just over. 
During the week of the election the papers 
of every shade of poinion published daily 
articles discussing the issues and the can, 
didates. } 

Financial circles’ here especially weré 
greatly interested in the election and un- 
heard of pains were taken to obtain early 
and reliable information concerning the 
results. Geveral of the banks and finan- 
ciers received frequent cablegrams on 


Wednesday. 

In important commercial circles the feel- 
ing over the election is not buoyant, owing 
to fears of a protective tariff. 

A book written by E. Von Halle and dedi- 
cated to the Government, has been pub- 
lished. It surveys the importance of the 
American elections toward Germany end 
assumes that a fairly prohibitive tariff will 
be passed by the next Congress; and in view 
of the fact that Germany in 1895 imported 
American goods to the value of 511,000,000 
marks, he proposes that early steps be 
taken to counteract the injury to German 
industry. He advocates denouncing the 
most favored nation clause and passing a 
tariff paragraph and also to try in the main 
to co-operate with the rest of Europe in 
sweeping retaliatory measures against the 
Untted States. The Government has taken 
notice of the book and a score of copies 
have been bought for use in the different 
foreign offices.

LITTLE HELEN GLEESON’S NAR- 
ROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


HER DRESS WAS ON FIRE. 


Two Other Daughters of Mrs. Susan 
Gleeson Smothered the Flames 
With Their Frocks. 


Helen Gleeson, the beautiful T7-year-old 
daughter of Mrs. Susgn Gleeson, will not die 
from the effects of the severe burns which 
she received. 

She lies at the family home, 5581 Von Ver- 
sen avenue, the recipient of all the attention 
that a physician, a trained nurse and loving 
friends can bestow. 

Marjorie Gleeson, aged 9, and Freddie, 
aged 11, faced devouring flames and hugged 
their sister in order to quench the blaze. 


They displayed heroism of a high order. 

Helen Gleeson is a child of rare beauty. 
She has fair hair, which hangs in ringlets 
down her back and clusters about her e. 
Although she was burned so that she suf- 
fered agony beyond the power of words to 
describe, her beautiful features were not 
marred owing to the bravery and presence 
of mind of her sisters. 

The accident was due to the negligence of 
a recently employed servant, who failed to 
replace a wire screen before the grate. 

Little Helen tripped merrily downstairs 
to the dining room after a night’s sleep 
which had left the bloom of healthy child- 
hood on her cheeks. She was clad in a 
gown which her fond mother deemed too 
loose and light to withstand the chill 
draughts of a Weak day. 

Mrs. Gleeson told Helen to repair to the 
sitting room upstairs after breakfast and 
don her snug and pretty new dress. 

Helen ran upstairs with her teeth chatter- 
ing at the thought of cold blasts. She burst 
into the big, cosy room, and in the exuber- 
ance of her girlish mirth frolicked with her 
sisters, Marjorie and Freddie, who were al- 
ready attired in comfortable dresses for the 
day. 

Helen then walked up to the grate and 
watched the embers glow, for it was the 
only open fire in the large mansion, which is 
heated by a furnace. 

Mrs. Gleeson had not forgotten the day 
several years ago when her young son Paul 
was scorched while playing near a grate. 
Since that mishap the rule of the Gleeson 
home has been that there shall be but one 
grate fire in the house, and that must be 
held in check by a screen of wire. 

When Mrs. Gleason went downstairs to 
breakfast the screen was in place and she 
had no thought of peril for any of her lit- 
tle ones, because she had cautioned two 
servants whom she recently employed that 
the screen must never be set aside even for 
an instant after the fire had been coaled. 

While Helen was basking in the light of 
the fire one of the servants entered the 
room and emptied fuel from the hod into 
the grate. She neglected to replace the 
screen. | 

Helen was too young to see the servant's 
mistake and tarried before the grate while 
the flames, taking new life. crackled and 
danced with plutonic fury. They darted up 
the chimney and flared beyond their bounds 
over the hearth toward Helen. The flery 
tongues licked the gown of the unsuspecting 
Helen, and like a flash her garment was 
ablaze. 

The terror of her plight stilled her voice 
go that she could say but weakly to her sis- 
ters: 

“Oh, I am on fire.” 

Majorie, who is a pretty child, as play- 
ful as a kitten, surpassed in her heroism 
Casablanca, who stood on the burning deck, 
because his father told him to. She ran to 
Helen, threw her arms about her neck and 
snuggied close to her in order to smother 
* flames with her woolen skirts. 

Marjorie clasped Helen so htly that 
the flames grew faint and died away. They 
perished for want of oxygen to feed on. 
Freddie caught the spir¥ of courage which 
animated Marjorie and she too embraced 
Helen. The flames made“a final attack upon 
their victim. They touched Helen’s golden 
locks and burned them away. 

The skin of the child’s neck was protected 
** the four woolen sleeves which encircled

The children, still locked in each other’s 
arms, recovered from their shock sufficient- 
ly to scream. There was a note of agony 
in Helen's voice which fell ominously on 

rs. Gleeson's ears. With motherly in- 
stinct she divined what had happened. She 
hastened upstairs, while her six other chil- 
dren and the two servants ran from every 
part of the house. 

All dashed-into the room and were ap- 
palled at the spectacle of the three children, 
one of them with her gown almost con- 
sumed. The fire was slowly smoldering and 
was searing the flesh. 

Mrs. Gleeson and her grown daughters 
tore from Helen what clothes were left on 
her. They cried and she reproached them: 

What are you crying for, mamma? I am 
burned, and I am not crying,” said she. 
Then she had an attack of hysteria. 

Dr. Williamson, who was quickly sum 
moned, administered to the suffering chili.

. Her body up to her neck and her right arm 
from the elbow to the shoulder were badly 
scorched. The skin had peeled off. and 
Dr. Brokaw said that gra ting might be 
necessary to cure the right arm. 

Helén was hysterical for awhile, but she 
recovered from the physical shock remark- 
ably soon,

There was no end of brilliant punting, 
lenty of hair-raising encounters and excit- 
ng moments, but from a scientific foot ball 
Staudpoint the game lacked splendid or- 
ganization of force and the brilliant tactics 
which characterized so many memorable 
NA on Hampden Park and Manheim 


The game, in miniature, shows how Har- 
vard started in playing entirely on the 
defensive. They repulsed the Tigers’ fierce 
attacks and hardly ever attempted to ad- 
vance the ball themselves. They played 
more strongly than they knew and the first 
half, in which neither team crossed the 
coveted goal line, was a superb battle. The 
second half saw a change of tactics. Har- 
vard started out on the offenslve and- 
Princeton took up the task of defending 
their territory, with such good effect that, 
aided materially by Baird’s splendid ki¢k- 
— 2 their goal was never placed in jeop- 

The day, with faultless weather and 
the blue of the skies was an ideal one. It 
was a clear, cool, but sunny enough; to 
keep the spectators comfortable without be- 
ing too warm for the players. There were 
18,000 people present. For two hours before 
the game the immense crowd had been fil- 
tering through the entrances and when the 
teams arrived on the field the big stands 
along the sides were packed solidly from 
top to bottom. It was a grand picture from 
the enclosure. On each side rose a mighty 
wall of humanity: Each stand was a mass 
of solid color, and the black and orange 
banners of Old Nassau vied vigorously with 
the more numerous but no more lively pen- 
nants and streamers of the crimson. 


Princeton sent a big contingent of rooters 
who occupied a section on the east side 
and cheered their team on to victory. One 
pleasing feature was the cheering of Dun- 
lop by the Princeton crowd when Harvard's 
plucky little half-back was injured. 

The Tigers came to Cambridge in splendid 
physical condition and not one man in a 
thousand predicted other than a clean vic- 
tory for them Before the game had pro- 
gressed, ten minutes, however, every one 
realized. that there was to be a fight, and 
it was not until the second half, when the 
crimson eleven was hopelessly crippled that 
the Tigers carried the sphere across the 
goal line. Princeton played a compact in- 
terference, close to her line, chtefly in the 
shape of a turtle back, which revolved on 
tackle, or a driving tandem mass play in 
the same direction. Their interference ran 
smoothly and cleanly and though of an en- 
tirely different type from Harvard’s, was 
far superior in form and organization. The 
Harvard backs played some distance from 
the line, and often with a guard or a tackle 
in the formation with them. It was not 
until the second half that they began to 
rush the ball and then worn out and badly 
shattered the interference lacked the essen- 
tial speed in getting away as well as steady 
formation.

JAPANESE SUICIDES. 


Much Depends on Prevailing Prices 
and the Time of the Year. 


An essay on the prevalence of suicide in 
Japan has been written by Mr. Saito Ko- 
kufu, a native statistician. The statistics 
extend over ten years, and show that sul- 


cide has been on the increase in Japan 
both actually and in proportion to the to 
number of deaths. 

In 1885 and 1886 the number in proportion 
to the population reached its highest. Mr. 
Saito observes that during these years 
there was a great rise in the price of the 
necessaries of life. 

In the case of Japanese women, the age 
at which suicide is most frequent is about 
twenty; the corresponding period with men 
is twenty-five. Comparatively few women 
commit suicide after the twenty-fifth year, 
but men are not safe until they are past 
forty. 

The number mounts rapidly month by 
month from January to May, and keeps 
high until July, falling to its lowest in No- 
vember. The suicides of December and 
January are attributed partly to pecuniary 
troubles at the close of the year, when all

The election laws say specifically that stu- 
dents of an educational institution shall 
have a vote at their homes. It is goubtful 
whether the students would have! had a 
right to vote in Missouri, even if they had 
lived for a year continuously at the Sem- 
inary.

RABBI SUES HIS FLOCK. 


Rev. Zodikoff of Little Jerusalem Has 
Gone to Law. 


The festivities of the Jewish New Year 
were the prologue for much trouble for the 
Independent Beth Hamedrosh Hagodel Con- 

regation, which worships at 102% North 

inth street. 

Rev. B. Zodikoff, a rabbi who arrived from 
Russia last June, has learned the American 
way of righting wrongs and is following 
that path with revenge in his heart and a 
sense of wounded justice in his soul. 

Mr. Zodikoff had scarcely rested after his 
trip from Russia when he received a flat- 
tering’ offer from the Beth Hamedrosh 
Hagodel congregation. He was to officiate 
on New Wear and other Jewish festivals 
and was to receive $100 per annum and one- 
half the proceeds of the profits of the fes- 
tival days. 

On the Jewish New Year, Sept. 8, the con- 
gregation rejoiced at the great number of 
tickets sold at $1 per ticket. The services 
extended over two days and at their closs 
Mr. Zodikoff threw out hints to the trustees 

about his salary and percentage. The 
trustees told him to wait until after the Day 
of Atonement services, ten days later. 

Mr. Zodikoff waited and officiated again, 
then he made a demand for his wages. 

The trustees and several members cf the 
congregation 2 him a beating which 
made him revile the methods of his coun- 
trymen in the land of freedom. 

Mr. Zodikoff told his troubles to J. Gall«nt 
of 302 South Seventh street, and that worthy 
advised him to consult a lawyer. The rabbi 
saw John Frese, who instituted svit 
th Justice Cline’s court. 

As the congregation is not a corporation, 
suit was filed against the trusices M. Saltz, 
A. Bergman, 8. E. aand B. Lowen- 
thal. Rabbi Zodikof wants $19 for one 
year’s salary and $250, being one-hiitf of the 
proceeds of the New Year's services.

HOW IT WAS WORKED. 


More Bull News Than Buying—Corn 
Still Low—Flour Dull—Cotton 
Notes—Items. 


There has been another flare-up in wheat 


and the highest prices so far on the 86 
crop have been reached this past week. 

Yesterday 84½ was paid for Dec. and de 
for May, advances over close of the preced- 
ing week of 8\%c for Dec. and 7% for May. 

It was also an advance of nearly 82c from 
the lowest figures touched on the crop. This 
latest boom has not been attended by the 
sensational bull news and influences, nor 
backed by the strong legitimate conditions 
that helped along the preceding advance, 
when Dec. went to 82c. For this reason there 
is not near the confidence felt in the sta- 
bility of this latest boom in prices. 


From a St. Louis standpoint, the advance 
is supposed to have been a case of force to 
a very considerable extent. 

An oversold market, with the long inter- 
est chiefly centered in the hands of a few 
strong parties, the bearishly inclined trad- 
ers afraid to buck the combination and 
many of them refusing to trade at all, it has 
been an easy matter to jump the market 
— * 3g a cent or so at each twist the longs 

Tt is supposed that the manipulation is the 
result of one of those enormous spread“ 
deals that have been engineered so fre- 
quently and so profitably this year by a cer- 
tain party or parties. 

This is done by buying the St. Louls end 
and selling in Chicago, when the two mar- 
kets get sufficiently near one another in 
price, — 5 standing pat on the long con- 
tracts until the shorts become uneasy, when 
the screws are put on and the St. Louis 
market forced far above Chicago. 

When wheat can be bought in St. Louis 


within 2c of the price it can be sold at in 


Chicago, and sold out in St. Louis 6c to 10 
above the price it can be bought at in Chi. 
cago, there is a nice profit in the deal. 
So far it has worked beautifully and the 
= in sight must be pleasant to look at, 
ut the deal has not yet been closed. 


There has been a good deal of talk lately 
of the wonderful cash demand there is for 
wheat, but if the St. Louis market is any 
criterion,

The total receipts at Western aud North- 
western primary points this past week were 
4,582,000 bu., or 1,263,000 bu. less than the 
preceding week and 2,162,000 bu. below the 
corresponding week last year. 

This will tell on visible supplies and prob- 
ably will show very decidedly in Monday’s 
report on the visible.

Although corn receipts show a very con- 
siderable excess over this time a year ago, 
it is not due to the movement of the new 
crop, as nearly all the receipts are old corn. 
They have been so large, however, that 
another big enlargement in the visible has 
taken place and the total is now nearly 20,- 
000,000 bushels, or almost four times the 
amount on hand a year ago. 

It is not surprising the market has been 
coldly unresponsive to the boom in corn. 

Europe continues to take large quanti- 
ties, last week’s clearances amounting to 
2,247,000 bushels, but that demand is not suf- 
ficient to help prices upward. 

Yesterday's close of 23%c sellers for De- 
cember, and May 26%c, was about the same 
as the Saturday preceding. 


Flour—The wild fluctuations of wheat 
have had such an unsettling effect upon 
flour that not much business could be ac- 
complished during the past week. 

There has been a steady cabling back and 
forth, which indicated that foreign buyers 
were still interested and willing to purchase 
yet they could not be brought up to our level 
of prices. 

A moderate amount of forel business 
was done. yet sales were erally on over 
night orders and accept on a favorable 
turn in the market, or from sections where 
flour was badly needed. 

Freight rates easing up some, both for 
near and distant shipment.

This precious metal is found in a vein 
which runs along the surface. It is like a 
gigantic snake of gold, which wriggles its 
way through the Transvaal. 

This vein is of unknown depth. Dr. Becker

But eben more amazing than these stu-

No wonder the English were anxious 
to grab the Rand reef and sent out Jameson 
to rescue the widows and orphans of Jo- 
hannesburg. 

The outcroppings of this stupendous de- 
are clearly mar in the 
neighborhood of Johannesburg.
